Meanwhile the 
chemists, virologists and vast array 
skilled technicians our Nation’s 
biological manufacturing companies 
are working like mad prepare the 
thousands gallons vaccine which 
are necessary protect against this 

Others who manufacture the 
acle are redoubling 
their efforts have them ready 
against secondary bacterial invaders 
which get toe hold lung tissue 
weakened the flu virus. These vac- 
cines and antibiotics will dispensed 
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skilled pharmacists who know how 
preserve them. Then the physicians 
and nurses will give them the pa- 
tients, some whom will tested 
sure the vaccine potent.

While the death rates tubercu- 
losis have plummeted, the number 
those detected with tuberculosis has 
not yet been significantly reduced. 
But with the revolution the treat- 
ment patterns and the continued ne- 
for vigilance detection in- 
fections, the flexibility and leadership 
the Tuberculosis Association are 
acutely needed. Thus our total needs 
for health personnel combat the 
scourge’’ are unassuaged. 

all recognize that the acute com- 
municable diseases are being leashed, 
thanks resources have just con- 
sidered. However, the problems 
suburbanization have made all our 
sanitation problems much more com- 
plex. With our need recreation and 
tremendous increase population, 
our Legislature has emphasized that 
even water reservoirs must used 
for fishing and much more compli- 
eated protection against pollution re- 
sults. 

Hence have greater and greater 
need for skilled public health engi- 
neers and sanitarians. The tremen-

need for rehabilitation experts.

Secretary State Dulles, and ar- 
thritis which cripples millions, are 
chronic diseases assaulting rap- 
idly increasing numbers the com- 
municable diseases spare us.

Pesticides and agricultural chemi- 
eals are invaluable California’s 
agricultural industry and the con- 
trol certain diseases man. How- 
ever, many these chemicals are po- 
tentially hazardous and their wide- 
spread application creates problem 
ensuring the health and safety 
the workers who use them. 1956, 
nearly 10,000,000 acres were treated 
for agricultural pest control. (An 
acre counted each time 

effort assess the extent and 
the kind health problems which 
have arisen from the use these ma- 
terials, the California State Depart- 
ment Public Health summarizes 
reports occupational disease attrib- 
uted pesticides and agricultural 
chemicals. 

1956 there were 789 reports 
from California’s counties, 
increase percent over the 531 
reports received the department 
1955. 

Dermatitis appeared diagnosis 
over half, 403, the 789 re- 
ports. There were 281 reports sys- 
temic poisoning. the remaining 105 
reports, percent, the diagnoses 
were primarily respiratory illness and 
chemical burns. 

Over percent the reports came 
from five counties: Los Angeles, 13; 
Fresno, 12; Kern, Tulare, and 
Riverside, These counties 
are among the leading agricultural 
counties the State terms farm 
employment. 

Last year over percent the 
reports the offending chemical was 
not identified the attending phy- 
sician. Local health officers are co- 
operating with the California State 
Department Public Health 
field study which will attempt 
identify the chemicals 
involved.

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Smoke Aids Rodent Survey 


The Alameda County Health De- 
partment has upon new 
method which enables them quickly 
and efficiently detect rodent burrows 
leading out sanitary sewer lines. 


The discovery was indirect re- 
sult program the Oakland 
Sewer Maintenance Division deter- 
mine storm and casual water entry 
into the sanitary sewers. The method, 
patterned after Santa Cruz develop- 
ment, uses smoke bombs containing 
sulfur smoke into the sewers 
order detect broken sewer lines. 
Health department sanitarians ob- 
served that rodent burrows could 
located the same time noting the 
issuance smoke from them. 

This method now gives the Health 
Department mass survey technique 
for detecting rodent infestations and 
will the effectiveness con- 
trol programs. Since sewer mains are 
ideal rat breeding areas and provide 
excellent avenues travel, essen- 
tial that the rats restricted the 
sewers, minimizing health hazards 
and make sewer poisoning programs 
practical and effective.
